Unlike our northern summer storms 
which strike suddenly and depart as 
swiftly as they come, these tropic 
disturbances approach 
slowly, in­ 
crease in intensity and never seem to 
Want to stop. I recall two unusual 
things in connection with the ap­ 
proach of this storm. The first wras on 
Tuesday afternoon when we had a 
brilliant rainbow outlired against a 
clear blue sky. There were scattered 
clouds flying at the time but * the 
bow which was about one eighth of 
the arc of the circle In extent was 
visible for quit« a while in a clear 
sky. I did not see it touching a cloud 
at all. The second was the number 
and brilliancy of the stars on Tues­ 
day night. 
The constellation stood out of the 
clear background w'hich was studded 
with countless stars and across the 
heavens the milky way stretched as a 
band of light. At bedtime tho scene 
was most brilliant but next morn­ 
ing the sun was hid behind a, black 
cloud bank in the east and the storm 
developed rapidly. 
Much damage is reported to the 
fruit.

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 14.—Convinc­ 
ed that he has won the support of 
farm leaders from various parts of 
the country because of his stand cn 
farm relief, Governor Al Smith today 
was to put the final touches on the 
address he will deliver one week from 
tomorrow in formally accepting the 
Democratic presidential nomination. 
Although the ten farm experts witn 
whom he conferred for five hours at 
the executive mansion yesterday, left 
for their homes without announcing 
that they would publicly support him, 
the governor feels, according to his 
advisers, th at eventually a majority 
of them will throw' their strength to 
the Democratic ticket. 
According to reports at the capitol 
today, two or three of the farm lead­ 
ers made a futile attem pt to induce 
Smith to take a decided stand in fa­ 
vor of the equalization fee as contain­ 
ed in the McNary-Haugen farm relief 
bill which was vetoed by President 
Coolidge. 
The governor is said to 
have bluntly told them that he sub­ 
scribed to the board principle of con­ 
trolling surplus farm commodity and 
assessing the cost on the group to be 
benefited, but that he would not take 
any definite stand now as to the de­ 
tails of such a plan. 
The governor is said to have told 
the leaders, however, that in the evenf 
of his election he would immediately 
call a conference of the farm experts 
of the country and that any plan rec­ 
ommended by the conference to bring 
about real farm relief would be ap­ 
proved by him with the recommenda­ 
tion that it be enacted by congress. 
Governor Sm ith’s acceptance speech 
which he will deliver from the east 
steps of the capitol, w’ill contain about 
10,000 words.

Page From Boyhood

The fact that Old Timers’ Day will 
be observed Wednesday and members 
of the Reynoidstown School Associa­
